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in refpecT: of Duhlin : Whence one may treasonably ga^ 
ther, that thefe fpreading Epidemick Diftempers take 
their Progrefs from Eaft: to Weft. But this mould be fur- 
ther confirmed by more frequent Obfervations before 
one may fafely determine any thing in this matter; how- 
ever, that it held true in the two foregoing Inftanccs is 
certain ; and 'tis not lefs certain that the Plague and Pe- 
ftilential Fevers rage more frequently in the Eaft towards 
Confiantinople and the Levant j&xan in the'e more Weftern 
Parts of Europe, as if that leemcd a more Natural Clime 
for their rife and propagation ; whence the feveral E- 
ftatcs of Italy fo ufually impofe on Ships coming from 
all Parts of Turkey into their Ports the Uriel: obferving a 
Quarantine, before they Land either their Paflengoxs, or 
their Goods. 

And this might lead us to Difcourfe fomething con- 
cerning the caulc of thefe fort of fpreading Diftempers: 
But rill we have a better flock of more accurate Hifto- 
ries of them, and be further acquainted with their Na- 
ture and Progrefs, I d ■> not think it Co proper to the De- 
fign of thofe that candidly profecute Philofbphical En- 
quiries to determine any thing as yet in this Point.

V. Of a Stone found in the Gatt-Bladder of a 
Woman. By Mr. J. T. 

AFter throwing up the Stemon, and infpe&ing the 
Parts contained in the Cavity of the Breaft, I found 
the Lobes of the Lungs extreamly turgid, and its Veficlss 
impleat with agrumous Blood, their in veiling Membrane 
in the upper part adhered fimly to the Pleura : The right 
Ventricle of the Heart was filled with a large qur«mky 
of coagulated Blood, but the left ftemed cxianguious ; 
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\ took but a curfory view of thcfe Parts, but yet could 
not but obferve a ftagnation, and great extravafation of 
Blood upon the right fide of the Pleura. 

Beneath the Diaphragm, or in the Cavity of thc>4£- 
domen, I found the Ventricle and Inteftines much infla- 
ted, the Omentum fair and large, the Spleen to Admira- 
tion (o augmented in bulk, that according to the mod 
confiderate poifc, I could not fuppofe it to weigh iefs 
than two or three Phyficai Pounds: Upon cutting through 
its body, there was difcharged fevcral Ounces of a very 
f;etid and putrified Blood. The Liver alfb was much lar- 
ger than ufual,but its Parenchyma firm and found. When 1 
came to furvey the Concave part of this Bowel, I beheld 
as I thought, the Fefica hilaria full of Bile ,• but more 
curioufly examining of it by the touch, I found by the 
interposition of a folic! Body, that there was fomething 
preternatural ingendred within its Cavity : To be fatis- 
fied of this, I opened the Vcfica, and with my Forceps 
cxtra&ed a Stone very beautifully crufted over with 
chryftailizec! Salts of various Figures, Conical, Cubical, 
'Pyramidal, &c. The one half of it lay immerft in Bile, 
whole quantity was inconfiderable ; for indeed this La- 
pidious Concretion took up the whole Cavity of the 
Bladder, and weighed immediately after it was taken 
from its Receptacle, two Drams fifteen Grains. 

We difcovered in one of the Kidneys a large Ahfiefi, 
and difcharged a great quantity of Wheyifh Matter. 

Thcfe were the moft obfervable Remarks taken at the 
difle&ion of this Body. But perhaps there was as much 
Ignorance difcovered in thofe who treated her under her 
Indifpofition as has been heard otT: For notwithftanding 
fhe had been infefled for feveral days with an Hamoptoe, 
had all the apparent Symptoms of a feripneumony and 
Tleurify, yet falling into the Hands of fome Empirical 
Cbymiater of the Town, Ventefcttion was omitted, and 
utterly forbid, as a ufekfs and unfcrviceable Remedy. 
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
